“There is no truth to published 
reports that evidence has been 
submitted or charges made that 
illegitimate Canadian children of 
gentile mothers were sold to Jew- 
ish couples,” Gross asserted. “It 
just is not so, and I doubt that 
such charges will ever be brought 
into this case. Neither have any 
charges been made against any 
Jewish organizations or rabbis.” 

Soon after Gross’ denial, the 
commission, appointed to hear 
voluntary witnesses who paid 
Canadian contacts between $2,000 
and $10,000 for babies, clamped a 
tight censorship on New York 
authorities co-operating in the 
probe. 

COULDN’T COMMENT 

Ernest Mitler, assistant N. Y. 
district attorney, who has worknd 
on this case for two years, when 
asked for his reaction to Gross’ 
remarks, replied: 

‘Tl’m sorry, but I’m not per- 
mitted to say anything about the 
investigation. If you can get the 
‘lid’ removed I'll be ready to dis-

REASONS FOR SUCCESS

The Council has taken a posi- 
tion through the years that it 
could not recommend to its mem- 
bers they contribute to the United 
Jewish Appeal because of alleged 
diversion of funds raised for phil- 
anthropic purposes to “national- 
istic purposes.” 

Pressure of Council members, 
as well as strong criticism from 
non-Council sources, became so 
intense that *the Council an- 
nounced in 1948 a list of recom- 
mended funds for members who 
wished to aid the Israelis. None 
of the major Jewish fund-raising 
organizations were included and 
two of the recommended funds 
were non-sectarian. 

The issue became a broiling 
one when the Arab nations in- 
vaded Israel after the United Na- 
tions recommendation on parti-

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Would appreciate your discussion of 
the origin of Altner or Altney. My father came from 
Galicia near the Austrian berder—HARRY ALTNY 


ALTNEY (more correctly Altneu) 1s an unusually romantic 
family name. It is taken ftem the name of the very oldest 
synagogue in Prague, Czechoslovakia, a town redolent with an- 
cient Jewish history. There is a legend that the synagogue was 
built shortly after the destruction of the Temple in Jerusalem 
in the year 70 A.D. Its founders named it “Altneu” a Hebrew 
term which can be translated as “conditional.” The synagogue 
was built with this mental reservation (condition) that should 
the Beth Hamikdash in Jerusalem be reconstructed then the 
synagogue would be transferred to the Holy Land. It is from 
this legend that your name derives. It has no connection with 
the German word meaning “Old (and) New” as is sometimes 
asserted. The Hebrew term is divided into Al Tneu.

BOTH HUROWITZ AND HOROWITZ as well as all the 
other spelling variants of the name such as Gurwitch, Gurewicz 
etc are the same celebrated Jewish family name. It is derived 
from the Czech town of Horovice where the family actually or- 
iginated. The first to bear this name was Rabbi Yeshiva Halevy 
Hogowitz who died in Prague in 1517. His descendents are rep- 
resented by an endless number of rabbis, scholars and commu- 
nity leaders. It still shines with untarnished splendor. At one 
time by special privilege granted by the German Emperor Leo- 
pold (1525) only a member of the Horowitz damily could be ele- 
vated to the position of rabbi or (Jewish) Mayor, an extraordin- 
ary distinction which has never been attributed to any other 
Jewish family. All Horowitzes are Levites, except those who 
came by the name through a maternal ancestor.

PARENTS, TEACHERS, RABBIS, and others who 
have the responsibility of providing guidance for 
young people should see as one of their main tasks 
the establishment of a bond of confidence between 
themselves: and the child. Such a bond is a pre- 
requisite before a youngster will admit the adult to 
his private world of worries, anxieties, doubts and 
confusions about such personal matters as sex, reli- 
gion, and personal adequacy. 

To establish such a bond of confidence it is not 
enough for the adult to tell the child to come to him 
with his problems; neither threats, commands, nor 
even persuasion will give the child the feeling that 
he can safely confide in mother, dad, or the rabbi. 
Efforts to probe or pry into the youngster’s emo- 
tional secrets are usually met with defenses and sub- 
terfuges. Even when grilling or cross-examinations

FEW months ago, the Union of American Hebrew Congrega.

the Union is with us again with “The Purim Story,” a ten-inch 


album of two records. 


This is the second of a series about the 


holidays and among the best of its kind to date, though not entirely 


without faults. A number of 
them have been corrected, we un- 
derstand, in “The Passover 
Story,” yet to be released, so that 
after a dozen or so efforts, UAHC 
should have “the word” on the 
subject. 

In the Purim chronicle, Dr. Syl- 
van Schwartzman’s script seems 
a trifle too simple—not for young 
sters, mayhap, but they would 


have to be unsophisticated to! 


withstand some of the dialogue. 
Repetition of “My King” this and 
“My Queen’ that grated on the 
nerves, and the saddest line (also 
the funniest) was “Let us ‘nahsch’ 
a homentasch,” a nugget from the 
closing song. 

DR. SCHWARTZMAN’S con-

THE OTHER HERO is Tony Nevins, a non-Jew 
who is something of an adventurer, a crack pilot 
who lets himself be recruited by the inept, nagging 
little man in Italy because—because he hasn’t the 


The novel covers the growth of the Air Transport 
Command, the crisis over the destruction of the 
Irgun’s munition ship, on the Tel Aviv beach, and 
finally the terrible crisis when the entire group of 
American airmen revolt against an attempt to put 
them under Israeli army command. There are a few 


MR. LIVINGSTON, A PARTICIPANT in the air 
saga, had the material and the theme for a great 
novel, had he thought it out as a Jewish writer. He 
would then have seen that the central theme of his 
book was the tremendous problem posed by the 
struggle between the American Jews and the Israelis 
for control of the air force. He would have seen that 
the entire question of Jewish consciousness was 
dramatized in this theme. He would have built up 
that part of his story in detail, instead of introduc- 
ing it toward the end of his book as an uninvesti- 
gated afterthought, for he lays out the “grievances” 
of the American airmen in hardly more than a para- 
graph. Actually, of course, these very “grievances”— 
about the failure to provide special food promised 
for those who brought their wives and children to 
Israel—would have had to be shown as surface ex- 
cuses, masking deeper questions of allegiance, mask- 
ing the root problems wh human identity. 


Unfortunately, Mr. Livingston instead developed 
his novel in conventional post-Hemingway mood, 
along conventional flier-novel patterns. There are the 
airmen with their special sense of detachment when 
they are in flight. There are the hair-raising exploits, 
the landings in fog, there are the tragic crashes at 
take-offs under the very eyes of the loved ones. 
There is the romance between the pilot and the girl 
in the control tower. 

ALL THIS READS like good movie material, and 
the novel is carried above this commercial level only 
by the urgency of its background, and by the almost 
accidental characterizations that force themselves 
through the pattern. It is interesting, too, that the 
purest personality in the book is the non-Jew, Tony 
Nevin; he is the one who responds inevitably to the 
historic demands of the war, the one who is “big 
enough” to fully overcome personal inclinations. He 
is even capable of understanding that the Altadena 
has to be bombed and destroyed, because a governe 
ment, to live, must: govern. 

And then, oddly enough, the author kills off this 
good goy, in an accident. Why? By what inner 
laws? To avoid facing the problem of the non-Jew’s 
love affair with the Israeli girl in the tower? Or to 
conform to the tragic gesture traditional of the air- 
man novel? 

It seems that I have picked only flaws. Again, it 
must be emphasized that the book is vivid, sensitive, 
honest, certainly the most readable nove] so far, in 
ou, om the war in Israel.

he Post has been under heavy 
T attack for its coverage of 
the unruly picketing of the Is- 
raeli consulate in New Yerk by 
an ultra-Orthodox contingent pro- 
testing the women’s draft in 


Israel, 


Not only has our news coverage 
been critized severely but the car- 


toon also came in for a barrage. 


It showed on Orthodox Jew carry- 


ing a sign “Unfair to Our Wo 
men,” following an Arab who 
likewise was carrying a sign with 
the legend, “Unfair to Our Men.” 

Rabbi C. U. Lipshitz, of Brook- 
lyn, complained that our report 
of the arrest of pickets was in- 
accurate and asserted that since 
the New York Times and the 
Herald Tribune did not report 
anyone being hurt, or any suit 
being fled, therefore our “jour- 
nalistic ethics” were questionable. 

NISSAN WOLPIN also of 
Brooklyn, makes almost exactly 
the same accusation and charges 
us with “relying on hallucinatory 
fantasies recorded by some cub 
reporter who happens on the 
scene.” 

As to the cartoon, I’m inclined 
to agree that it might not have 
been necessary to have portrayed 
the Jewish figure in it in a 
“strimel” and with a nose that 
was long. The cartoonist’s free- 
dom to press the point that there 
was a similarity in the attitude 
of the ultra-Orthodox group and 
of the Arab towards its Israel 
government, was, it seemed to 
me, beyond question, even though 
a bit on the strong side. 

That leaves the reporting, and 
we immediately checked with 
Charles Roth, head of our New 
York Bureau, who personally 
covered the picketing. 

Here is Charles reply: 

Here are the facts: 

One of the Rabbis, Rabbi Zevi 
Tabory made an official com- 
plaint to Detective Quin of the 
East 67th St. Station House. As 
a matter of fact Quin is still 
looking for the heads of the de 
monstration to ask them to pay 
damages of two seperate com- 
plaints.

“Rabbi Tabory told me that 

nineteen people were appre- 
hended by the police. He said 
this was told to him by Detec- 
tive Quin. Quin explained to me 
that he told Tabory that there 
were about 19 minor police act- 
ions. “It is the procedure of the 
police that when there is an 
unruly crowd they report it 
every time they have to break 
something up or grab a person 
by the arm and tell him that if 
he doesn’t take it easy he will 
be arrested. Quin said that on 
the amount of these minor po- 
lice actions they decide whethér 
or not they need more police. 

Quin said that if the group 

were not rabbis and rabbinical 
student there would have been 
about 100 arrests, but it is the 
policy of the force not to do 

this to avoid the embarrass- 

ment of a police record for a 
clergyman or future clergyman. 

THIS SHOULD clear up the 
matter, except for one point, 
which disturbs me, and which I 
wish to discuss at length. 

Two of our Othordox adver: 
tisers have indicated that they 
have been threatened with a boy- 
cott if their advertising in The 
Post continues. 

Now it so happens that I did 
not editorialize on the picketing, 
and I have rarely injected The 
Post into situation where the 
Orthodox were fracasing among 
themselves. It seems to me that 
this is no place for The Post, and 
that the best approach of this 
paper is to report these fights 
but to let the participants do their 
own fighting since the dispute is 
between factions within a wing 
of Judaism. 

But if The Post didn’t, almost 
every other Anglo-Jewish paper 
did, and with vehemence, They 
minced no words in critizing those 
who sponsored the picketing. But 
every articulate Orthodox body 
also castigated the picketers. 
Even Rabbi Herzog denounced 
them. There is something more 
to this. 

IF THE ORTHODOX in the 
United States have a friend, it is 
The Post. The Post is read by 
Orthodox, true enough, but it is 
also read by Reform and Con- 
servative, in fact the entire lead- 
ership throughout the United 
States and our record of report- 
ing matters of interest to the 


18 Orthodox is impressive, to say the 


least. 

Only one example will suffice. 
We carried a running account of 
the fight between the Committee 
for Keshrut at the Long Island 
Jewish Hospital and the New 
York Federation of Jewish Phil- 
anthropies. This we would have 
done whether we were friendly 
to the Orthodox or not, but at the 
same time, we did it, and all 
throughout the North American 
Jewish community, the facts of 
the dispute were spread on the 
record,

The YIVO is devoting this coming year to Jewish 
history in America. YIVO—short for the Yiddish 
Scientific Institute—once founded in Vilno and moved 
to New York when World War II broke out, is one 
of the few Jewish institutions in the world devoted to 
the research of Jewish history and sociology. Orig- 
inally it did all its work in Yiddish while its Israel 
affiliates work in Hebrew. Its well-managed large 
library (managed by Mendel’ Elkin) and archives 
(under the direction of Mrs. Cherikover) are among 
the best in the world and contain material not avail- 
able anywhere else, 

RECENTLY, its Administrative Director, Mark 
Uviler, was called by a cable from Israeli Minister 
of Education, Dr. Ben-Zion Dinur, to come to Jeru- 
salem for a special consultation on a joint project 
for perpetuating the memory of the six million Jews 
slaughtered in Europe and the Jewish civilization in 
Europe of which the martyrs were a part. In the 
project worked out, the Israel Government, the Jew- 
ish Agency, the YIVO and one of two other bodies 
are the chief partners. 

As I said, the coming year the local projects of 
the YIVO will be devoted to Jewish history in Amer- 
ica. Included is a monumental work in Yiddish and 
in English on the History of the Jewish Labor move- 
ment in America.
